Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1968. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Rural  District  of 
South  East  Derbyshire. 

It  is  my  privilege  and  honour  to  present  this  my  fifteenth  x4nnual 
Report. 

The  speed  of  change  has  never  been  mere  evident  than  during 
1968,  with  the  Maud  Report,  Green  and  White  Papers  on  the 
unification  of  Health  Services  ;  the  Local  Government  Commissions 
under  Mr.  Radcliffe,  and  finally  a  Commission  under  Lord  Growth er 
to  look  into  Regional  Parliaments. 

This  Authority  has  made  its  contribution  to  this  age  of  change, 
increasing  effectivity  and  effectiveness  by  streamlining  Councillors 
to  three  Committees  only  ;  Housing  ;  Public  Works  (dealing  with 
Public  Health  and  Sanitary  Matters  and  Planning)  ;  and  Finance 
and  Special  .Purposes.  These  meetings  are  now  all  held  on  the  same 
day. 

Most  Parishes  have  representatives  on  the  first  two  Committees 
so  that  the  local  areas  are  aware  of  all  developments  in  Housing, 
Public  Health  and  Planning  matters. 

The  Authority  has  therefore  already  begun  its  preparation  for  the 
new  era.  Parish  Councils  are  also  made  aware  of  any  future 
developments  which  may  affect  their  residents  with  regard  to  the 
provision  of  new  amenities^  projects,  etc.,  and  their  comments 
requested  ;  so  that  a  full  and  considered  opinion  may  be  obtained. 
This  certainly  applied  to  the  projects  listed  below  :  — 

(1)  The  creation  of  an  auxiliary  water  supply  for  the  City  of 
Nottingham  at  Breaston  by  the  draining  of  water  from  the  River 
Derwent,  and  purification  of  same  with  the  erection  of  an  appropriate 
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plant.  The  Ministry  has  made  it  clear  that  amenities  for  sailing  etc. 
shall  be  made  available  at  a  later  date.  A  tribute  to  the  persistence 
of  the  Parish  Council  and  this  Council. 

(2)  Hoveringham  Gravel  installed  a  plant  said  to  be  the  largest 
in  Europe  for  the  extraction  of  sand  and  suitable  gravel  aggregate. 

(3)  At  Swarkestone  the  creation  of  the  lakes  made  by  excavation 
of  sand  and  gravel  provided  an  amenity  area  for  anglers  and  the 
Derwent  Sailing  Club.  The  Parish  Councillors  were  actively  con¬ 
cerned.  I  can  also  report  that  during  the  year  Canadian  Geese  and 
other  wild  birds  have  been  using  this  area  for  rearing  their  families. 

(4)  Elvaston  Castle  Development  Scheme. 

This  is  a  joint  venture  between  the  Derbyshire  County  Council 
and  the  Borough  of  Derby  and  will  provide  an  Educational  and 
Cultural  Pursuits  Centre. 

During  the  year,  we  were  forcibly  reminded  of  the  importance  of 
Good  Food  Hygiene  Practice  in  the  protection  of  the  Health  of  the 
Community. 

In  one  Parish  a  small  outbreak  of  Staphylococcal  Food  Poisoning 
occurred.  It  was  detected  due  to  the  vigilence  of  the  General 
Practitioner  concerned  who  promptly  notified  this  Department.  A 
full  investigation  took  place  at  the  Food  Establishment  concerned. 
The  co-operation  of  the  owner  ;  and  all  employees  was  much 
appreciated. 

Strangely  enough,  just  prior  to  this  incident,  our  friends  in  the 
Borough  of  Derby  experienced  a  Staphylococcal  food  poisoning 
outbreak  ;  due  to  infected  cream  trifles.  Here  we  were  helped  by 
members  of  the  general  public  and  general  practitioners  who  ’phoned 
me  direct.  Our  outbreak  was  traced  to  locally  prepared  and  cooked 
cold  hams. 

Both  outbreaks  show  how  the  organism  will  grow  and  multiply 
providing  it  has  a  suitable  medium,  temperature  and  humidity,  with 
consequent  production  of  the  toxin  which  causes  the  illness. 

Later  in  the  year  we  experienced  a  Sonne  Dysentery  outbreak  at  a 
Residential  School  in  the  District.  The  co-operation  of  the  local 
General  Practitioner,  Head  Master  and  all  his  staff  with  this  Depart¬ 
ment  made  it  possible  for  appropriate  action  to  be  taken. 

In  this  instance  the  source  was  not  found,  but  quite  possibly  the 
infection  was  brought  back  to  the  school  by  one  of  the  pupils  return¬ 
ing  to  school  after  a  week  at  home. 
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The  symptomless  carrier  (a  person  infected  with  the  organism 
but  not  ill)  capable  of  transmitting  the  disease  proved  the  nub  of 
controlling  the  outbreak.  Here  Dr.  Barton  and  Dr.  Stanbridge  of 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  were  most  helpful  and  efficient.  Their 
advice  and  assistance  was  always  available  and  this  was  much 
appreciated. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Gordon  Christie  and  Mr.  Brian  Jones, 
the  Public  Health  Officer  who  worked  so  diligently  and  efficiently. 

The  standard  of  housing  in  an  Authority’s  area  has  always  played 
an  important  part  in  the  health  of  the  Community,  whether  Private 
or  Council.  This  Authority  has  pursued  an  enlightened  House 
Building  Programme  over  the  years  and  this  is  backed  by  an  excell¬ 
ent  Housing  Department,  under  the  efficient  direction  of  our  Housing 
Manager,  Mr.  T.  N.  Fiske,  a.r.i.b.a. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  match  the  individual  needs  for  accommo¬ 
dation  throughout  the  District.  People  unfortunate  enough  to  be 
handicapped  or  affected  by  the  frailties  of  old  age  are  placed  in 
suitable  accommodation  even  though  this  may  involve  a  chain  of 
events  requiring  exchanges  and  transfers  to  this  end. 

In  addition,  the  Housing  Manager  is  ably  supported  in  the  prob¬ 
lems  attached  to  complaints,  neighbours’  quarrels,  problem  families, 
exchanges  and  examination  of  premises  before  transfer,  and  Group 
Schemes  for  the  Elderly,  by  our  experienced  and  enthusiastic 
Housing  Welfare  Officer,  Miss  P.  Brookes,  s.r.n.,  s.c.m.,  h.v.  With 
2,904  Council  Dwellings,  there  must  be  problems — but  it  is  good 
to  know  that  the  Housing  Department  has  such  a  keen  and  able 
personnel  to  cope  with  them.

Special  praise  is  due  to  Mrs.  Bailey  who  has  completed  six  years 
with  the  Council  as  a  Warden. 

All  Schemes  have  a  Call  Bell  System,  so  that  residents  can  inform 
the  Warden  when  an  emergency  arises  or  they  are  in  need  of  help. 
However,  at  Borrowash,  “Hart  Lea”  Sandiacre,  Charnwood  Avenue, 
Borrowash  and  Weston-on-Trent,  a  Call  System  is  used  enabling  the 
Warden  to  talk  direct  to  any  tenant  of  the  bungalows  under  her 
care  and  vice  versa.  This  has  proved  a  great  advance  over  the  Call 
Bell  System,  and  the  Council  are  well  pleased  with  its  efficiency. 

During  the  year,  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  totalled  270 
compared  with  1,712  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new 
measles  vaccine,  which  has  proved  effective  as  well  as  safe,  was 
responsible  for  the  great  reduction  in  notifications.  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  decreased  from  12  to  4,  whilst  Scarlet  Fever  decreased 
from  83  to  14,  and  Whooping  Cough  decreased  from  147  to  42. 
The  great  decrease  in  Whooping  Cough  shows  the  effectiveness  of 
immunisation  in  infancy  against,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Tetanus,  and  of  continuing  with  the  booster  doses  at  the  age  of  2 
years  and  5  years. 

A  landmark  was  reached  in  1964  with  the  District’s  lowest  ever 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  being  attained.  This  was  10.4  compared  with 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  20.0.  Our  previous  lowest 
infant  Mortality  Rate  was  in  1960,  when  it  was  12.2  compared  with 
a  National  Rate  of  21.01  The  five  year  average  1964-68  was  also 
very  revealing,  the  District  average  being  14.7  which  is  indeed  ex¬ 
cellent  compared  with  the  National  Average  of  18.6. 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  thank  all  Headteachers  and  their  staff 
for  their  grand  co-operation  in  connection  with  the  B.C.G.  Vaccin¬ 
ation  Scheme,  which  is  available  to  all  pupils  in  Senior  Schools, 
aged  13  years  and  over.  This  vaccination  confers  a  resistance  to 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  which  lasts  over  ten  years — as  shown  by 
the  Medical  Research  Councirs  Survey.

It  should  be  noted,  that  for  the  first  time,  no  deaths  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred  during  the  year  1966. 

Housing  has  a  part  to  play  in  the  fight  against  Tuberculosis,  and 
the  Council  plays  its  part  in  this  respect  by  the  provison  of  Council 
Houses  and  Dwellings.  Private  development  also  has  a  part  to  play 
in  raising  housing  standards  whether  by  new  development,  or  by 
utilising  Improvement  Grants  for  amenities  such  as  hot  water  supply; 
bathrooms;  W.C.  accommodation;  kitchen  and  food  storage  facilities. 
The  amounts  advanced  up  to  31st  December,  1968  in  connection 
with  Improvement  Grants  and  House  Purchase  Loans,  since  the 
coming  into  force  of  the  Act,  were  £101,006  and  £406,174  respec¬ 
tively. 

Much  publicity  regarding  the  availability  of  Improvement  Grants, 
has  been  undertaken  by  this  Council  and  in  particular  by  the  Sur¬ 
veyor  and  his  staff,  to  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  residents  in  this 
district. 


The  confidence  of  the  public  in  this  Authority  is  best  exemplified 
by  the  amount  of  money  they  have  invested  in  it,  which  totals  some 
£3,163,707,  up  to  31st  December,  1968. 

The  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  has  continued  to  proceed  satisfac¬ 
torily.  Forty-three  houses  were  included  in  Clearance  areas  and 
Clearance  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  34  houses.  A  total  ot 
1,387  unfit  houses  have  been  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts 
since  the  first  clearance  area  was  declared  in  1954.  Of  these  houses 
856  were  included  in  clearance  areas,  but  293  of  these  houses  have 
now  been  transferred  to  Derby  Borough. 

For  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1968,  53  Council  Dwellings 
had  been  erected  and  some  378  by  Private  Enterprise. 

The  advent  of  the  East  Midlands  Air  Port  at  Castle  Donington 
brings  Continental  Holidays  much  nearer  to  Midlanders  contem¬ 
plating  vacations  to  Spain?  Italy  and  the  Mediterranean,  etc.  They 
would  be  wise  to  have  a  current  or  valid  Certificate  of  Vaccination 
against  Smallpox  and  also  receive  immunisation  against  such  enteric 
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diseases  as  Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid.  In  some  Mediterranean 
countries  water  supplies,  sanitation  and  sewerage,  must  be  regarded 
as  suspect. 

We  are  indeed  blessed  in  this  Authority  in  having  a  safe  water 
supply,  which  in  the  case  of  this  district  is  supplied  by  the  South 
Derbyshire  Water  Board.  My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  I.  G.  Edwards, 
Engineer  and  General  Manager  of  this  Board,  for  kindly  submitting 
a  report  on  the  Water  Board’s  undertakings. 

The  plan  of  a  combined  Sewage  and  Refuse  Composting  Plant, 
for  a  population  of  60,000  people,  submitted  by  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  Mr.  T.  Kay,  m.b.e;.,  a.m.i.c^e,,  m.i.mun.e:.,  was 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  The 
proposal  which  has  now  received  approval  by  the  Ministry,  is  to 
build  a  new  sewage  works  on  a  site  off  Nooning  Lane,  Draycott, 
to  deal  initially  with  a  population  of  7,800,  but  capable  of  subse¬ 
quent  extension  to  a  capacity  of  10,000  persons.  On  the  same  site 
would  have  been  built  a  refuse  composting  plant  capable  of  dealing 
with  a  population  of  45,000  to  60,000,  depending  on  the  period 
allowed  for  fermentation.  The  two  installations  would  have  been 
combined,  in  that  the  sludge  from  the  sewage  plant  would  provide 
the  moisture  necessary  to  support  the  fermentation  process  by  which 
the  putrescible  part  of  the  refuse  would  be  broken  down.  This  later 
scheme  was  not  approved  by  the  Ministry,  and  therefore  an  altern¬ 
ative  mechanised  process  for  dealing  with  sewage  sludge  has  been 
adopted.  In  association  with  the  foregoing  scheme  a  proposal  for 
resewering  part  of  Ockbrook  and  Borrowash  has  been  approved  for 
submission  to  the  Ministry. 

The  Stanley  and  West  Hallam  sewering  scheme  has  now  been 
completed.  This  has  made  possible  the  abandonment  and  clearance 
of  four  small  sewage  disposal  works  but  a  further  scheme  for  ex¬ 
tension  to  this  works  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 

Work  is  in  progress  on  the  reconstruction  of  the  existing  sewage 
disposal  works  at  Shardlow  and  at  Little  Eaton  and  a  scheme  for  the 
extension  to  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  Melbourne  has  been 
approved  by  the  Ministry  and  tenders  will  be  invited  shortly.  Work 
is  also  in  progress  in  the  construction  of  a  pumping  station  and 
sewering  scheme  for  the  village  of  Dale  Abbey,  and  a  sewering 
scheme  has  recently  been  prepared  for  part  of  the  village  of  King’s 
Newton  including  a  small  pumping  station. 


Various  Elealth  Campaigns  were  carried  out  in  the  year,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Parish  Council,  Senior  Schools,  Libraries^  County 
Clinics  and  General  Practitioners  in  the  District.  My  thanks  are 
due  to  Dr.  J.  M.  D.  Corrigan,  The  County  Senior  Medical  Officer 
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for  School  Health,  and  Mrs.  Wagstaff  for  their  assistance  in  these 
matters. 

A  detailed  list  of  Exfoliative  Cytology  Clinics  which  serve  this 
District  is  included  in  the  body  of  the  report.  These  are  important 
in  detecting  early  and  pre-malignant  cases  of  cancer  of  the  cervix. 
In  time,  one  can  hope  for  a  decrease  in  the  occurrence  of  this  con¬ 
dition  through  this  procedure,  which  shocld  be  repeated  every  two 
years. 

Details  relating  to  other  matters  of  health,  vital  statistics,  water, 
housing  and  sanitation  of  the  district,  are  set  out  in  the  body  of  the 
report. 

1  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreci¬ 
ation  to  Dr.  J.  B.  S.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
personally,  for  his  assistance  and  that  of  his  staff  throughout  the 
year. 

My  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  G.  L.  Roe,  has  once  more 
been  a  tower  of  strength.  To  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the 
Clerical  Staff,  I  extend  my  thanks  for  their  loyal  and  efficient  work 
throughout  the  year. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  thank  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  M.  C. 
Jefferies,  and  his  Deputy,  Mr.  C.  R.  L.  Phillips,  and  also  Mr.  C. 
Beardmore  our  Treasurer  and  Mr.  T.  Kav  our  Engineer  and  Sur-

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  consulted  with  the 
Local  Medical  Committee  and  it  has  been  agreed  that  the  patient’s 
own  doctor  should  have  the  opportunity  of  deciding  whether  to 
collect  the  smears  himself  or  to  let  this  be  done  by  one  of  the 
medical  officers  employed  at  a  County  Council  Clinic. 


This  is  a  service  involving  the  co-operation  of  general  practitioners, 
local  health  authorities,  and  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards,  the  last 
being  responsible  for  the  examination  of  the  smears  when  taken. 


Full  particulars  of  the  County  Council’s  provision  were  sent  to  all 
general  medical  practitioners  in  Derbyshire  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  9th  October,  1964.

Poliomyelitis. 

No  (0)  cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year.  Vaccination 
is  altering  the  poliomyelitis  picture.  Rigid  control  of  vaccine 
preparation  and  the  fact  that  millions  of  children  and  adults  have 
been  successfully  vaccinated,  indicates  the  safety  and  efficiency  of 
the  procedure.  This  oral  vaccine  can  be  administered  by  the  general 
practitioner  at  the  same  time  as  primary  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  is  carried  out. 

No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  years  1960-68, 
except  for  one  case  in  1963. 


Erysipelas. 

One  (4)  case  of  Erysipelas  was  notified  during  the  year.  This  was 
a  man  of  39  living  at  Breaston.  This  disease  is  no  longer  notifiable. 
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Acute  Pneumonia. 

Four  (2)  cases  of  Acute  Pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year. 
No  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital.  The  cases  were  one  male  and 
three  females  aged  4?  4,  70  and  71  and  living  at  Melbourne,  Kings 
Newton  and  Little  Eaton,  respectively. 

Dysentery. 

An  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occurred  at  a  residential  school 
in  the  district.  The  capacity  of  the  school  was  120  boys  and  the 
education  authority  was  one  outside  this  county. 

When  first  called  in  six  boys  were  ill  with  diarrhoea  and  sampling 
revealed  63  carriers.  Following  a  course  of  drugs  the  carriers  were 
re-examined  and  it  was  found  that  three  boys  required  further  treat¬ 
ment. 

Due  to  the  nearness  of  Christmas  it  was  decided  that  boys  pro¬ 
ducing  several  negative  specimens  would  be  allowed  home  early  for 
Christmas  leave.  In  all,  some  10  cases  occurred  and  67  carriers  were 
detected  and  treated.  There  was  excellent  co-operation  with  the 
General  Practitioners  in  attendance  at  this  school,  and  also  with  the 
respective  Public  Health  Laboratories  concerned.  My  thanks  are  due 
to  Dr.  Barton  and  Dr.  Stanbridge  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Derby,  not  only  for  their  work,  but  for  their  very  good  advice  and 
sound  judgment.  There  was  excellent  co-operation  between  all  the 
Local  Authority  Departments  and  the  Public  Health  Departments 
concerned. 

No  boys  were  allowed  to  return  to  school  at  the  commencement  of 
the  new  term  until  their  General  Practitioner  or  local  Public  Health 
Department  had  obtained  a  negative  specimen.  Random  swabs  were 
taken  from  W.C.  seats,  doors,  chains  and  fittings  and  these  were  all 
found  to  be  negative.  During  the  break  the  school  was  completely 
cleaned  and  under  terminal  disinfection  procedure.  All  staff  were

The  other  notifications  of  Sonne  Dysentery  received  during  the 
year  were  not  in  any  way  connected  with  this  outbreak  and  were 
sporadic  cases  which  yielded  no  cause  or  source. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

No  (1)  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred  during  the  year. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

One  (1)  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  ai  female  of  1  week 
living  at  Alvaston,  occurred  during  the  year. 

Pood  Poisoning. 

There  were  four  (0)  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  the 
year.  The  first  outbreak  occurred  during  the  second  quarter  of 
1968,  and  affected  a  girl  of  14  and  her  mother  of  38.  They  were 
severely  ill  with  abdominal  pains,  vomiting,  diarrhoea  and  collapsed. 
The  cause  was  found  to  be  the  cream  on  a,  trifle  prepared  and  sold 
by  a  large  confectionary  firm  in  the  Borough  of  Derby.  Several 
gross  of  these  were  on  sale  in  the  town  and  so  severe  were  the 
symptoms  in  some  cases  that  patients  were  admitted  into  hospital 
as  emergency  appendicitis  cases.  It  is  understood  from  the  Director 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  that  Staphylococcus  Aureus  was 
isolated  from  quite  a  number  of  the  staff  working  at  the  confectionery 
department  concerned.  There  is  no  doubt  that  a  great  number  of 
cases  occurred  in  Derby  and  district,  few  being  notified. 

The  second  outbreak  concerned  cold  meat  at  a  butcher’s  shop 
and  resulted  in  two  cases  of  food  poisoning  in  a  man  and  a  woman 
aged  50  and  48  respectively.  Investigations  showed  that  all  food 
handlers  in  the  shop  were  free  of  Staphylococcus  Aureus.  No  swabs 
taken  off  the  butcher’s  shop  counter,  utensils  and  meat  were  posi¬ 
tive.  All  were  negative.  A  thorough  appraisal  was  made  of  the 
preparation  which  was  undertaken  in  the  butcher’s  shop,  the  only 
positive  found  being  a  small  Staphylococcus  Aureus  count  in  the 
presumed  sterile  tin  before  the  meat  was  boiled  with  the  appropriate 
ingredients  for  thirty  minutes.  The  procedure,  as  observed  by  this 


Department,  certainly  should  have  assured  that  the  contents  were 
sterile.  It  is  presumed  that  a  helper,  probably  temporary,  may  have 
carried  out  this  particular  operation  and  did  not  follow  the  proper 
food  hygiene  precautions. 

No  cases  of  Acute  Encephalitis,  Smallpox,  Enteric,  Typhoid, 
Paratyphoid  Fever  or  Meningococcal  Infection  occurred  in  the 
District  during  1968.  There  were  no  cases  of  these  infections  last 
year. 

Tuberculosis. 

Re  s  piratory  Tub erculosi  s  . 

Five  (12)  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year.  There  were  no  cases  in  the  15-24  age  group  this  year. 
This  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  B.C.G.  Vaccination  is  now  offered 
to  all  pupils  aged  13  years  and  over  attending  senior  schools  in  the 
district,  and  many  parents  have  taken  advantage  of  this. 

For  treatment  to  be  successful  every  effort  must  be  made  to 
find  the  disease  at  the  earliest  possible  stage  and  with  the  present 
services  available,  there  can  be  little  excuse  for  any  adult  not  seeking 
the  advice  of  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician,  Green  Lane  Clinic, 
Derby,  through  the  kind  offices  of  his  or  her  doctor.

Infective  Jaundice. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  made  the  above-mentioned  condition 
notifiable  as  from  15th  June,  1968. 

The  majority  of  cases  notified  under  the  new  regulations  are 
likely  to  be  due  to  infective  hepatitis,  which  is  a  common  condition 
believed  to  be  of  increasing  incidence.  It  has  an  incubation  period 
of,  usually,  from  15  to  40  days  and  is  transmitted  mostly  by  person 
to  person  contact.  This  infection  tends  to  spread  in  communities 
of  children,  who  may  infect  susceptible  adults  in  their  households. 
Water-borne  and  food-borne  outbreaks  have  been  described  but  are 
uncommon  in  Great  Britain.  The  disease  may  also  be  transmitted 
parenterally,  like  serums  hepatitis. 

Serum  hepatitis  occurs  less  frequently  than  infective  hepatitis.  It 
is  potentially  a  more  serious  condition  with  a  longer  incubation 
period  of  usually  from  60'  to  1 60  days.  Transmission  is  invariably 
by  a  parenteral  route,  and  a  history  of  blood  transfusion,  or  of  an 
injection  by  any  parenteral  route,  within  the  incubation  period  may 
suggest  this  diagnosis.  Cases  of  serum  hepatitis  are  usually  sporadic 
but  outbreaks  have  occurred  associated  with  contaminated  syringes 
and  needles  and  small  coteries  of  drug  addicts  have  been  detected 
as  a  result.  Outbreaks  both  of  infective  hepatitis  and  serum  hepa¬ 
titis  have  been  reported  from  a  number  of  units  undertaking  inter¬ 
mittent  haemodialysis  for  the  treatment  of  chronic  renal  failure. 

The  principal  object  of  making  infective  jaundice  generally 
notifiable  is  to  enable  medical  officers  of  health  to  inquire  into  the 
epidemiological  background. 

Since  the  15th  June,  1968,  when  this  disease  became  notifiable 
there  have  been  four  cases  of  Infective  Hepatitis  in  the  district. 
They  were  one  female  and  three  males  aged  10,  11,  23  and  2  years 
and  living  at  Borrowash,  Ockbrook,  Aston -on-Trent,  and  Melbourne, 
respectively. 
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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 


Immunisation  in  the  District  is  undertaken  by  General  Prac¬ 
titioners  and  also  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  the  County 
Council  at  the  various  Clinics. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff  have  very  kindly 
provided  detailed  figures  relating  to  this  district.

This  has  resulted  in  a  number  of 
children  who,  because  of  ill  health,  etc.,  had  not  been  immunised, 
being  given  the  opportunity  of  having  the  injections  at  school.

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  provision  of  good  housing,  both 
Council  and  private  development,  has  played  a  very  important  part 
in  the  fight  against  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  the  present  position 
must  be  due  in  some  measure  to  this  factor.  In  addition,  in  recent 
times,  redistribution  of  income  with  the  resultant  raised  standard  of 
living,  increased  amenities,  wider  range  of  foods,  etc.,  will  have  made 
a  contribution. 

Progress  from  now  on  will,  of  necessity,  be  slower,  but  this  should 
be  no  cause  for  despondency  or  complacency,  since  no-one  can  be 
satisfied  until  this  disease  has  been  eradicated  from  the  community.

The  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  has  a  number  of  power 
stations  adjoining  the  River  Trent ;  three  of  these,  at  Castle  Doning- 
ton,  Spondon  and  Willington,  are  in  close  proximity  to  this  district 

and  a  new  station  at  Ratcliffe-on-Soar  is  now  in  operation  and 
only  a  few  miles  away.  In  addition  to  the  monitoring  stations 
operate  by  the  Board,  the  Council  has  four  pollution  measuring  sites, 
the  locations  of  which  have  been  selected  with  regard  to  the  position 
of  the  power  stations.  The  following  particulars  relate  to  the

County  Analyst’s  Department  and  detailed  results  for  the  year  are 
available,  showing  sulphur  dioxide  and  undissolved  matter  pollution. 


In  addition  to  the  four  measuring  stations  referred  to  above,  the 
Council  operates  a  daily  smoke  and  sulphur  recording  apparatus 
which  is  situated  at  the  offices  in  St.  Mary’s  Gate,  Derby.  This 
instrument  forms  part  of  the  National  Pollution  Survey,  (Station 
Derby  15)  and  the  following  figures  are  extracted  from  the  records 
relating  to  this  station.

(a)  to  help  and  assist  by  practical  instruction  and  advise  families 
causing  concern  to  this  Authority,  because  of  their  inability 
to  cope  with  the  ordinary  day-to-day  problems.  These  fami¬ 
lies  may  have  been  brought  to  notice  because  of  lack  of  care 
of  house,  property  and  garden,  or  differences  with  neighbours 
or  neglected  state  of  children  ;  poor  rent  records,  or  other 
family  problems  such  as  ill-health,  etc. 

( b )  To  wratch  over  the  interests  of  and  visit  old  people  occupying 
Council  houses. 

(c)  To  investigate  neighbours’  disputes  and  quarrels  and  other 
troubles  between  tenants,  with  a  view  to  a  satisfactory  solution 
on  the  spot. 
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(d)  To  assist  the  Housing  Manager  in  the  work  of  the  Housing 
Department. 

(e)  To  visit  and  inspect  houses  which  are  the  subject  of  a  pro¬ 
posed  exchange  between  the  tenants.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  I.  G.  Edwards,  Engineer  and  General 
Manager  of  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board,  for  the  following 
Report  on  the  Water  Supply  :  '■ — 

(а)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity 
and  generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

(б)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated  waters. 
A  total  of  91  bacteriological,  8  chemical  and  85  partial  chemical 
samples  were  taken  from  consumers’  premises  during  the  year. 
Of  the  bacteriological  samples  taken,  4  indicated  the  presence 
of  coliforms.  Further  check  samples  taken  were  satisfactory. 
With  the  exception  of  a  few  small  isolated  areas,  e.g.  Hopwell 
which  receives  Derwent  Valley  Water,  the  major  part  of  the 
South  East  Derbyshire  Rural  District  receives  a  mixture  of 
water  from  Derwent  Valley  and  the  Little  Eaton  Works,  lhe 
proportions  of  each  may  vary  from  time  to  time,  but  a  typical 
analysis  is  given. 

The  remainder  of  South  East  Derbyshire  Rural  District,  Stanton 
-by-Bridge,  Derby  Hills  and  Melbourne  Parishes,  receive  a 
mixture  of  water  from  Derwent  Valley  and  Stanton-by-Bridge. 
This  mixture  is  maintained  reasonably  constant  and  the  analysis 
given  is  typical  of  the  w^ater  supplied. 

(c)  The  Derwent  Valley  water  is,  by  statute,  required  to  be  treated 
for  the  prevention  of  plumbo-solvency  and  is,  in  fact,  so  treated. 
The  water  from  the  Little  Eaton  source  is  not  plumbo- solvent. 
Samples  are  taken  throughout  the  Board’s  area  regularly  for 
examination  for  lead  content.  Some  two  hundred  have  been 
examined  during  the  year  and  none  have  shown  the  presence  of 
lead. 


(d)  All  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  supply.

The  figures  relate  to  the  reduced  district  following  the  Derby 
Order  1968  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  April  1968  and  thus 
show  the  effect  of  a  full  yeaEs  working  under  the  new  conditions. 

Direct  labour  refuse  collection  and  disposal  continued  through¬ 
out  the  whole  district  during  the  year.  It  was  necessary  to  re¬ 
organise  all  the  collection  rounds. 

^no  new  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  acquired  during  the 
year,  and  under  the  Derby  Order  five  Pakamatic  and  four  Fore  & 
Aft  refuse  collection  vehicles  and  one  refuse  disposal  tractor  were 
transferred  to  Derby.  The  servees  of  30'  collection  and  disposal 
personnel,  many  of  whom  had  been  in  the  employment  of  the 
Council  for  years,  were  transferred  to  Derby. 

The  Joint  Works  Committee  held  three  meetings  during  1968, 
when  the  matters  dealt  with  included  the  operation  of  the  Sickness 
Payment  Scheme,  the  effect  of  the  Derby  Order,  and  variation  of 


43 


starting  and  finishing  times  consequent  upon  the  operation  of  British 
Standard  Time. 

Controlled  tippng  of  refuse  continued  at  Chellaston  and  Sandi- 
acre.  Very  little  use  was  made  of  the  site  at  Morley,  which  is  now 
virtually  filled.  It  was  decided  to  sell  part  of  the  tipping  site  at 
Sandiacre,  on  completion  of  tipping  operations,  to  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council  for  use  as  a  site  for  allotments,  so  as  to  provide 
land  for  existing  allotment  holders  who  are  due  to  he  displaced  by 
the  erection  of  a  new  school.  Preliminary  consideration  was  given 
to  the  possibility  of  using  sections  of  the  former  Great  Northern 
Railway  line  between  Breadsall  and  West  Hallam  as  a  site  for  refuse 
tips  now  that  the  line  has  been  abandoned  as  a  Railway. 

Unfortunate  effects  of  the  Derby  Ordter  included  the  reduction 
in  spare  vehicle  provision  and  the  discontinuation  of  street  sweeping 
which  had  been  previously  accomplished  by  the  employment  of 
part-time  personnel.  This  latter  service  had  been  appreciated  by  the 
parishes  and  its  abandonment  gave  rise  to  misgivings  expressed 
mainly  by  Parish  Councils. 

The  Council  co-operated  in  the  “No  Litter  Week”  promoted  by 
the  Keep  Britain  Tidy  Group  and  a  joint  press  advertisement  was 
issued  in  conjunction  with  neighbouring  authorities.  A  tremendous 
amount  of  rubbish  was  cleared  by  a  special  collection  sytsem. 

A  limited  experiment  in  the  use  of  paper  sacks  was  carried  out 
at  Sandiacre,  where  a  similar  experiment  using  polythene  sacks  had 
been  previously  undertaken.  A  further  trial  on  a  larger  scale  may  be 
undertaken  in  the  future. 

Under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  1967  the  tipping  sites  at  Chell¬ 
aston  and  Sandiacre  were  designated  as  sites  for  the  depositing  of 
rubbish,  and  the  garage  site  at  Spondoni  was  designated  for  the 
reception  of  old  motor  vehicles.  A  satisfactory  working  system  was 
arranged  with  local  scrap  dealers  for  the  disposal  of  motor  vehicles.

The  storage  and  dispensing  facilities  at  Spondon  were  in  use 
throughout  the  year.  Purchases  during  the  year  were  as  follows  :

Following  the  operation  of  the  Derby  Order  an  arrangement  was 
made  whereby  diesel  fuel  is  supplied  from  Spondon  to  some  of  the 
Corporation  vehicles  on  a  rechargeable  basis. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT  1963. 

During  the  year  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  eight  estab¬ 
lishments. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956. 

During  the  year  formal  notifications  were  received  in  respect 
of  eleven  installations  and  three  chimneys.  The  Council  decided 
to  make  Smoke  Control  Orders  in  respect  of  four  areas.  These 
were  handed  over  to  the  Corporation  following  the  Derby  Order, 
and  have  been,  or  will  be  included  in  Orders  made  by  that  authority. 

The  Spondon  Atmospheric  Pollution  Committee  continued  to 
function  during  the  year  and  thanks  are  due  to  the  private  observers 
who  send  in  monthly  reports.  There  is  a  general  indication  of  a 
reduction  in  complaints  concerning  the  industrial  premises  in  the 
area  covered  by  the  Committee. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  an  approach  was  made  by  H.M. 
Alkali  Inspectorate  regarding  a  proposal  to  set  up  a  similar  com¬ 
mittee  to  deal  with  pollution  in  Ilkeston  and  neighbouring  areas. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS. 

Notifications  were  received  concerning  three  separate  cases  of 
anthax  affecting  two  farms.  Refuse  collection  and  routine  visiting 
to  farms  was  resumed  following  the  extensive  outbreak  of  foot  & 
mouth  disease  which  had  commenced  in  late  1967. 

Three  notifications  were  received  concerning  Salmonellosis  in 
calves  at  three  farms. 

MORTUARY. 

The  mortuary  at  Station  Road,  Chellaston,  passed  to  Derby 
Corporation  as  a  consequence  of  the  Derby  Order  and  is  no  longer 
the  concern  of  this  Council.

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT. 

The  investigation  of  complaints  as  received  continued.  Out  of 
seven  cases,  six  were  confirmed  and  five  of  these  have  been  remedied. 
The  type  of  complaint  included  noise  from  the  loading  of  vehicles, 
the  use  of  a  circular  saw,  the  operation  of  air  compressors  at  a 
factory  manufacturing  stainless  steel  kitchen  equipment,  machinery 
noise. 

The  outstanding  case  relates  to  a  paper  mill.  Representatives 
of  the  Council  held  a  meeting  with  the  principal  complainants, 
followed  by  another  meeting  with  the  mill  management.  The  matter 
was  still  receiving  attention  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  1936. 

Sewerage  &  Sewage  Disposal. 

I  he  Engineer  &  Surveyor  has  kindly  supplied  the  following 
information  :  — 

During  1968  the  Stanley  and  West  Hallam  sewerage  scheme 
was  completed  and  sewage  from  most  of  the  northerly  parishes 
is  now  conveyed  to  the  Borough  of  Ilkeston  for  treatment.  As  a 
consequence  it  has  been  possible  to  close  down  and  demolish  four 
small  sewage  disposal  works  at  Motley,  Smalley  Common,  Stanley 
Common  and  Stanley  Village.  It  has  also  made  it  possible  to 
reduce  the  load  on  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  West  Hallam 
where  minor  improvements  are  in  progress.  Consideration  is 
being  given  to  a  proposal  to  convey  still  further  sewage  to 
Ilkeston  when  improvements  have  been  made  to  their  disposal 
facilities!  at  Hallam  Fields  and  the  new  trunk  sewer  has  been 
designed  with  this  possibility  in  view. 

The  contract  for  extending  the  Shardlow  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  and  the  associated  operations  to  serve  Aston  and  Weston 
was  started  during  the  year  and  is  due  for  completion  earlv  in 
1 970. 

The  first  contract  for  the  Nooning  Lane  Sewage  Disposal 
\\  orks  was  started  and  the  scheme,  together  with  the  resewerage 
of  Oekbook  and  Borrowash,  is  due  for  completion  early  in  1971. 
1  here  is  now  some  doubt  as  to  whether  the  refuse  disposal 
side  of  this  scheme  will  proceed  owing  to  uncertainties  concern¬ 
ing  the  future  population  of  the  District. 

x\lso  during  1968  the  Ministry  approved  a  scheme  for  sewer¬ 
ing  the  village  of  Dale  Abbey  and  are  considering  a  scheme 
submitted  to  them  for  improvements  to  the  disposal  works  at 
Melbourne  where  some  expansion  of  population  is  anticipated. 

When  the  foregoing  schemes  are  completed  it  can  be  stated 
that  the  arangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  the 
District  are  reasonably  adequate  with  the  exception  of  the  village 
of  Barrow-on- 1  rent.  This  village  is  sewered  to  an  inadequate 
works  at  Chellaston,  now  in  the  County  Borough  of  Derby,  and 

it  may  be  some  years  before  improvements  are  carried  out 
there. 

In  the  summer  the  Golden  Brook  Flood  Prevention  Scheme 
was  in  operation  during  two  periods  of  heavy  rain.  The  in¬ 
stallation  functioned  perfectly  and  excess  flood  water  was  stored 
in  the  lagoon  until  the  peaks  of  the  storms  were  passed”. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  November  and  December  1968,  and  January  1969,  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent  in  dealing  with  an  outbreak 
of  sonne  dysentery  at  a  Special  School  for  Educationally  Sub-Normal 
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boys.  Out  of  a  total  of  161  persons,  ten  were  found  to  be  affected 
and  7 1  were  carriers.  An  extensive  system  of  sampling  was  carried 
out  and  as  part  of  the  period  coincided  with  the  school  holidays,  it 
was  necessary  to  call  on  the  co-operation  of  other  local  authorities 
and  this  was  readily  forthcoming.  A  total  of  646  specimens  was 
examined,  mostly  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Derby,  but 
laboratories  at  Lincoln,  Mansfield,  Nottingham,  Sheffield  and 
Worksop  were  also  concerned. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 


The  reduction  in  the  District  consequent  upon  the  Derby  Order 
left  the  Council  with  five  conveniences,  one  each  at  Breaston,  Dray- 
cott,  Ockbrook,  Melbourne  and  Sandiacre.  Some  of  these  are  old 
and  it  is  regretted  that  the  Council’s  financial  resources  have  so  far 
prevented  their  being  replaced  by  new  buildings  of  a  design  better 
able  to  withstand  abnormal  weather  conditions  and  wilful  damage.

NARRATIVE  REPORT. 


Registration  and  Inspection. 

1.  Section  49  of  the  Act  requires  occupiers  of  premises  within  the 
scope  of  the  Act  to  register  them  with  the  appropriate  authority. 
The  purpose  of  this  notification  is  to  provide  enforcing  authori¬ 
ties  with  a  record  of  the  number  and  location  of  premises  in  their 
areas  coming  under  the  Act  so  that  they  may  plan  their  inspection 
programmes.  It  should  be  mentioned,  however,  that  non-regis¬ 
tration  does  not  excuse  an  occupier  from  complying  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Act.  If,  on  inspection,  there  is  found  to  be 
non-compliance  with  other  provisions  of  the  Act  the  necessary 
remedial  action  can  be  taken  whether  or  not  the  premises  are 
registered. 


2.  During  the  year  a  further  25  premises  were  registered,  com¬ 
prising  :  — 

(a)  Change  of  occupier  of  premises  previously  registered, 

(b)  Premises  previously  non -registered  now  falling  within 

the  scope  of  the  Act, 

(c)  New  premises. 

Five  parishes  and  major  parts  of  two  other  parishes  were 
transferred  to  the  County  Borough  of  Derby  on  1st  April.  The 
number  of  premises  in  the  reduced  area  registered  at  the  end 
of  1968  was  256. 


3.  I  he  “drop  out”  for  the  year  is  estimated  at  5%  of  the  total  of 
registered  premises  compared  with  8%  in  1966  and  10%  in 
1965.  I  he  term  ‘  drop  out’’  is  used  to  refer  to  premises  which 
changed  occupiers  during  the  year  or  fell  out  of  the  scope  of 
the  Act.  F 


4.  The  information  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  on  form 
OSR  14  does  not  give  a  true  record  of  the  amount  of  work 
done  under  the  Act.  1  here  is  no  record  of  the  number  of  visits 
made  to  premises  outside  the  scope  of  the  Act.  It  is,  of  course, 
necessary  to  visit  non-registered  premises  from  time  to  time  to 
see  if  the  circumstances  have  changed  so  as  to  require  regis¬ 
tration.  During  the  year  202  visits  have  been  made  to  non- 
registered  premises  for  this  purpose. 
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5.  When  visiting  premises  including  non-registered  premises,  in¬ 
spections  were  also  made  under  other  statutes  applying  to  such 
premises,  and  various  other  registrations  were  checked,  e.g.  :  — 

Shops  (Early  Closing  Days)  Act  1965. 

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960-1962. 

Milk  &  Dairies  (General)  Regulations  1959. 

Food  &  Drugs  Act  1955. 

Shops  Act  1950. 


Altitude  of  Occupiers  and  Employees. 

6.  Occupiers  of  premises  have  continued  to  receive  the  Inspector 
in  a  courteous  manner  and  are  very  concerned  when  their 
attention  is  drawn  to  contraventions.  Again,  reactions  by 
employees  have  been  very  limited,  but  appreciative. 


ENFORCEMENT  OF  THE  ACT. 


General. 

7.  Inspection  of  premises  during  1968  revealed  a  widespread  im¬ 
provement  of  conditions.  During  1967,  1,744  contraventions 
were  found  at  301  premises,  or  some  5.8  contraventions  per 
premises.  However,  during  1968,  only  243  contraventions  were 
detected  at  142  premises — 1.9  contraventions  per  premises.  This 
is  an  improvement  of  some  327%.  Nearly  half  the  contra¬ 
ventions  were  of  a  minor  nature,  e.g.  understocked  first-aid 
boxes  and  the  absence  of  thermometers  and  abstracts  of  the 
Act. 


8.  Much  time  is  taken  up  in  what  might  be  regarded  as  perhaps 
minor  matters  relating  to  the  display  of  abstracts,  the  provision 
of  thermometers  and  the  maintenance  of  first-aid  kits.  If  a  fee 
was  charged  for  the  registration  of  premises,  the  enforcing 
authority  could  supply  a  kit  containing  a  thermometer,  first-aid 
supplies  and  abstract  of  the  Act.  This  would  save  a  lot  of 
manpower  in  chasing  these  items. 
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14  Seas  (Sedentary  workers) 


Cleanliness  (Section  4). 

10.  All  premises,  furniture,  furnishings  and  fittings  must  be  kept 
clean.  Floors  and  stairs  must  be  cleaned  not  less  than  once  a 
week,  by  washing,  sweeping  or  some  other  method,  and  dirt 
and  rubbish  must  not  be  allowed  to  accumulate.  This  section 
does  not  apply  to  the  open  parts  of  fuel  storage  premises. 


11.  Generally  all  classes  of  premises  were  found  to  be  in  a  reason¬ 
able  state  of  cleanliness. 


Over--crowding  (Section  5). 

12.  A  room  in  which  people  work  must  not  be  so  overcrowded  as 
to  cause  risk  of  injury  to  health.  Space  occupied  by  furniture, 
fittings,  machinery,  plant,  equipment  etc.  must  be  taken  into 
account  as  well  as  the  number  of  persons  expected  to  be  em¬ 
ployed  at  any  one  time.  In  rooms  other  than  those  to  which 
the  public  resort  ( e.g .  parts  of  shops),  the  Act  lays  dow7n  a 
minimum  amount  of  space  to  be  allowed  for  each  employee- 
40  square  feet  of  floor  space  or  400  cubic  feet  of  air  space. 

13.  In  the  only  case  of  overcrowding  met  with  during  the  year  the 
problem  was  dealt  wuth  by  removing  one  of  the  employees  from 
the  room. 


Temperature  (Section  6). 

14.  A  reasonable  temperature  must  be  maintained  in  every  room  in 
wdiich  persons  are  employed  to  work  otherwise  than  for  short 
periods,  but  methods  of  heating  likely  to  cause  injurious  or 
offensive  fumes  are  prohibited.  For  rooms  wiiere  a  substantial 
proportion  of  the  wrork  does  not  involve  severe  physical  effort 
the  temperature  must  not  be  less  than  16°  Centigrade 
(60.8°  Fahrenheit)  after  the  first  hour.  This  minimum  standard 
of  temperature  is  not  required  in  office  rooms  used  by  the  public 
where  its  maintenance  is  not  reasonably  practicable,  or  in  rooms 
in  shop  or  railway  premises  where  its  maintenance  is  not  reason¬ 
ably  practicable,  or  would  cause  deterioration  of  the  goods.  In 
these  cases  employees  must  have  access  to  effective  means  of 
warming  themselves  and  the  employer  must  give  them  reasonable 
opportunities  to  do  so.  A  thermometer  must  be  kept  in  a  con¬ 
spicuous  position  on  each  floor  and  available  for  use. 


15.  Conditions  were  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory. 
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Ventilation  (Section  7). 

16.  In  all  workrooms  there  must  be  effective  and  suitable  means  of 
ventilation  by  the  circulation  of  adequate  supplies  of  either 
fresh  or  artificially  purified  air. 

17.  Generally  premises  have  been  found  satisfactory. 


Lighting  (Section  8). 

18.  Sufficient  and  suitable  lighting,  either  natural  or  artificial,  must 
be  provided  in  every  part  of  premises  in  which  people  work  or 
pass.  All  glazed  windows  and  skylights  used  for  lighting 
purposes  must  be  kept  clean  and  all  artificial  lighting  apparatus 
must  be  properly  maintained. 


19.  It  is  the  general  impression  that  public  rooms  are  adequately 
lit,  but  that  rooms  not  open  to  the  public  are  frequently  in¬ 
adequately  lighted. 

Sanitary  conveniences  (Section  9). 

<~0.  Sufficient  and  suitable  sanitary  conveniences  must  be  provided, 
d  hey  must  be  kept  clean,  properly  maintained,  lighted  and 
ventilated  and  be  conveniently  accessible  to  employees.  The 
Sanitary  Conveniences  Regulations  1964,  which  came  into  force 
on  1st  January  1966,  lay  down  standards  for  the  number  of 
conveniences  in  relation  to  the  numbers  of  persons  employed. 

21.  Generally,  all  premises  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Washing  facilities  (Section  10). 

ww.  Suitable  and  sufficient  washing  facilities  must  be  provided, 
including  a  supply  of  clean,  running  hot  and  cold  water  or 
clean,  running  wrarm  water,  and  soap  and  clean  towels  or  other 
suitable  means  of  cleaning  and  drying.  The  place  where  the 
facilities  are  povided  must  have  effective  lighting,  be  kept 
clean  ana  in  orderly  condition  and  all  apparatus  must  be  kept 
clean,  and  properly  maintained  and'  conveniently  accessible  to 
employees.  1  he  Washing  Facilities  Regulations  1964,  which 
came  into  operation  on  1st  January  1966,  detail  the  type  and 
number  of  facilities  which  must  be  provided  in  relation  to 
the  numbers  employed. 

23.  No  problems  have  been  encountered  under  this  section. 
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Drinking  Water  (Section  II). 

24.  An  adequate  supply  of  wholesome  drinking  water  must  be  pro¬ 
vided  at  places  conveniently  accessible  to  all  employees.  If  not 
piped,  the  water  must  be  kept  in  suitable  containers,  renewed 
at  least  daily  and  preserved  from  contamination.  Unless  the 
water  is  provided  through  a  jet  from  which  people  can  con¬ 
veniently  drink,  drinking  vessels  must  be  supplied  and,  unless 
of  the  “throw-away”  kind,  it  must  also  be  possible  to  rinse 
them  in  clear  water. 


25.  No  problems  have  been  encountered  under  this  section. 


Accommodation  for  Clothing  (Section  12). 

26.  Arrangements  must  be  made  for  clothing  not  worn  during 
working  hours  and  for  working  clothes  kept  on  the  premises 
to  be  hung  up  or  otherwise  accommodated.  In  each  case  such 
arrangements  as  are  reasonably  practicable  must  be  made  for 
drying  the  clothing. 

27.  No  problems  have  been  encountered  under  this  section.  . 


Seating  (Sections  13  and  14). 

28.  Where  employees  have  opportunities  for  sitting  without  detri¬ 
ment  to  their  work,  a  sufficient  number  of  conveniently  access¬ 
ible  seats  must  be  provided  for  their  use.  Where  work  is  of 
such  a  kind  that  most  of  it  can,  or  must,  be  done  sitting,  each 
person  must  be  provided  with  a  seat  of  a  design,  construction 
and  dimensions  suitable  for  the  worker  and  the  kind  of  work 
done.  A  foot-rest  must  also  be  provided  where  such  support 
is  required. 


29.  No  problems  have  been  encountered  under  this  section. 


Facilities  for  Eating  (Section  15). 

30.  Where  persons  employed  in  shops  eat  meals  on  the  premises, 
suitable  and  sufficient  facilities  must  be  provided. 

31.  Compliance  with  this  section  was  generally  satisfactory. 
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Floors,  passages  and  stairs  (Section  16). 

32.  All  floors,  stairs,  steps,  passages  and  gangways  must  be  soundly 
constructed  and  properly  maintained  and,  so  far  as  reasonably 
practicable,  kept  free  from  obstruction  and  slippery  substances. 
All  stairs  must  be  provided  with  a  substantial  handrail  ;  this 
must  be  on  the  open  side  if  there  is  one  and  if  there  are  two 
open  sides  handrails  must  be  provided  on  both  sides.  Efficient 
means  of  preventing  anyone  accidentally  falling  through  the 
space  between  the  handrail  and  the  steps  must  also  be  provided. 
All  openings  in  floors  must  be  securely  guarded. 

33.  In  a  number  of  cases  floors  and!  passages  had  worn  and  defec¬ 
tive  floor  boards  and  in  others  the  floor  coverings  were  found 
to  be  worn  and  torn.  Many  staircases  were  found  to  be 
obstructed  with  goods,  a  few  often  being  placed  on  each  step. 


Dangerous  machinery  (Sections  17,  18,  19). 

34.  All  dangerous  parts  of  machinery  must  be  securely  fenced  um 
less  they  are  so  placed  or  constructed  as  to  be  as  safe  as  if  they 
were  so  fenced.  Fencing  may  be  either  by  a  fixed  guard,  or, 
where  such  a  guard  is  not  possible,  by  an  automatic  safety 
device  which  prevents  the  operator  from  coming  into  contact 
with  the  dangerous  part.  All  fencing  so  provided  must  be 
substantially  constructed,  properly  maintained  and  kept  in 
position  while  the  dangerous  part  is  in  motion  or  use. 


35.  It  was  very  gratifying  to  find  that  a  large  number  of  food 
slicing  machines  were  now  fitted  with  the  appropriate  guards. 


Prohibition  of  heavy  work  (Section  23). 

36.  No  person  may  be  required  in  the  course  of  his  work  to  lift, 

carry  or  move  a  load  so  heavy  as  to  be  likely  to  cause  him 
injury. 


37.  No  problems  have  been  encountered  under  this  section. 


First  Aid  (Section  24). 

38.  The  Act  requires  that  a  readily  accessible  first-aid  box  or  cup¬ 
board  must  be  provided  and  kept  in  charge  of  a  responsible 
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person.  The  contents  of  the  first-aid  boxes  are  prescribed  by 
the  Offices,  Shops  &  Railway  Premises  First  Aid  Order  1964, 
wfiich  requires  varying  standards  according  to  the  numbers 
employed  and  the  type  of  work  performed. 


39.  In  a  relatively  large  number  of  premises  first  aid  boxes  were 
found  to  be  deficient.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  first- 
aid  boxes  provided  conformed  to  the  requirements  of  the  Act 
in  the  first  place  but  items  which  had  been  used  had  not  been 
replaced.  It  might  be  desirable  to  consider  prescribing  a  maxi¬ 
mum  standard  in  the  first  place  so  as  to  allow  for  a  fair  number 
of  items  to  be  used  before  the  contents  of  the  box  reach  a 
prescribed  minimum. 


Annual  Reports  to  Secretary  of  State  by  local  and  fire 
authorities  (Section  60). 

40.  This  section  charges  the  local  and  fire  authorities  to  make  annual 
reports  to  the  Secretary  of  State  by  the  31st  March  in  each 
year.  Copies  of  these  reports  must  be  kept  at  the  authority’s 
offices,  and  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  any  person  at  all 
reasonable  hours  free  of  charge  and  shall  be  supplied  to  any 
person  on  payment  of  a  reasonable  charge  therefor. 


41.  No  charge  is  made  for  the  supply  of  a  copy  of  the  Annual 
Report  to  this  Council  and  so  far  as  can  be  traced,  no-one 
has  asked  to  see  the  deposited  copy. 
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Accidents  (Section  48). 

42.  The  following  statistical  tables  have  been  compiled  from  notifi¬ 
cations  received  on  Form  OSR  2  and  represent  a  summary  of 
the  four  quarterly  returns  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State.

FOOD  &  DRUGS  ACT,  1955. 

In  addition  to  routine  inspections  of  food  premises,  special  in¬ 
vestigations  were  made  in  a  number  of  cases  involving  foreign  bodies 
in  bread,  contamination  of  tinned  vegetables,  foreign  material  m 
tinned  meat.  Some  of  the  cases  were  met  by  the  issue  of  formal 
warnings,  but  proceedings  were  taken  in  respect  of  a  fly  found  in 
a  loaf,  and  a  spider  in  a  second  loaf  ;  a  fine  of  £10.  was  inflicted 

in  each  case. 

A  series  of  offences  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  re¬ 
lating  to  one  premises  led  to  the  imposition  of  fines  totalling  £26.

The  County  Analyst  has  kindly  furnished  the  following  inform¬ 
ation  relating  to  the  work  done  by  his  Department  during  the  year 
so  far  as  it  relates  to  this  District  :  — 

“356  samples,  including  190  Milks,  were  taken  under  the 
above  Act  in  the  area  of  the  South  East  Derbyshie  Rural  District 
Council  during  the  year  1968. 

Two  samples  of  Milk  which  contained  added  water  were 
followed  by  Formal  samples.  One  of  these  was  satisfactory, 
the  other  contained  a  trace  of  added  water  and  the  producer 
was  cautioned.  Two  other  samples  were  slightly  fat  deficient. 
Further  samples  from  the  same  sources  were  satisfactory. 

A  sample  of  Cake  Mix  contained  a  nompermitted  colouring 
matter  and  the  manufacturer  was  cautioned.  Concentrated  Apple 
juice  was  deficient  in  Vitamin  C  and  had  an  unsatisfactory  label. 
This  sample  came  from  old  stock  and  the  remainder  was-  with¬ 
drawn  from  sale.  Pork  Sausages  contained  sulphur  dioxide 
preservative.  This  was  not  declared  at  the  time  of  sale  as  re¬ 
quired  by  the  Regulations  and  a  caution  notice  was  issued.  A 
trace  of  insect  webbing  was  found  in  a  sample  of  Ground 
Almonds.  Inspection  of  the  shop  premises  showed  stock  to  be 
in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

The  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory”.

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HOUSING  ACTS,  1936-64. 

Since  1954  a  total  of  1,387  unfit  houses  has  been  dealt  with  under  the  Housing 
Acts,  including  action  by  way  of  Clearance  Areas,  individual  unfit  houses,  and 
houses  rendered  fit.  293  of  these  houses  were  situated  in  that  part  of  the  District 
which  passed  to  Derby  in  consequence  of  the  operation  of  the  Derby  Order. 

ACTION  UNDER  CLEARANCE  AREA  PROVISIONS. 

During  1968  Clearance  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  34  houses,  and  Ministry 
confirmation  was  received  in  respect  of  Clearance  Areas  containing  40  houses.  In 
one  case  one  property  was  excluded  from  a  confirmed  Clearance  Order.

RODENT  CONTROL. 


Infestations  at  private  premises  were  dealt  with  during  the  year, 
as  well  as  systematic  treatments,  of  the  refuse  tip  sites,  sewage 
disposal  works  and  sewerage  systems. 


A  contract  service  was  offered  to  farmers  and  occupiers  of 
commercial  properties,  and  in.  20  cases  the  offer  was  taken  up.  The 
cost  of  the  service  for  the  year  ending  31st  March  1969,  after  allow 
ing  for  sundry  income,  was  £1,250.

The  statistics  on  this  page  show 

the  effect 

of  The  Derby 

Order,  1968 

1,  which 

came  into  operation  on  1st  April,  1968.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Order, 
almost  the  whole  of  the  parishes  of  Alvaston  &  Boulton,  Chaddesden,  Chellaston, 
Littleover  and  Sinfin  Moor,  together  with  substantial  parts  of  the  parishes  of 
Breadsall,  Sinfin  &  Arleston  and  Spondon,  and  a  small  part  of  the  parish  of 
Elvaston  were  transferred  to  the  County  Borough  of  Derby.  A  small  part  of  the 
parish  of  Littleover  was  transferred  to  the  parish  of  Findem  in  the  Rural 
District  of  Repton. 

The  parish  of  Little  Eaton  was  increased  by  the  transfer  of  a  small  part  of  the 
parish  of  Allestree  in  the  Rural  District  of  Belper.  Part  of  the  parish  of  Chaddes¬ 
den  was  transferred  to  the  parish  of  Morley  ;  parts  of  Spondon  to  Dale  Abbey 
and  Ockbrook  respectively,  small  parts  of  Alvaston  &  Boulton  and  Chellaston 
to  Elvaston,  small  parts  of  the  parish  of  Chellaston  were  transferred  to  Aston 
and  Swarkestone  respectively  ;  parts  of  Sinfin  Moor  were  transferred  to 
Barrow  and  Swarkestone  respectively.  Part  of  Sinfin  and  Arleston  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Barrow. 

Various  small  amendments  to  the  area  of  the  parishes  of  Draycott  and  Church 
Wilne,  Hopwell,  Sandiacre,  Stanley  and  Stanton-by-Dale  were  made  as  a  result  of 
a  new  compilation  of  areas  by  the  Ordnance  Survey  due  to  the  outcome  of  the 
new  survey  on  National  Grid  Lines. 
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THE  DERBY  ORDER  1968. 

The  effect  of  the  Order  on  individual  parishes  of  the  old  and 
new  districts  was  as  follows  :  — 

Alvaston  &  Boulton.  Most  of  parish  transferred  to  Derby.  Two 

small  areas  (Hard hurst  Farm  and  Elvaston 
Lane)  transferred  to  parish  of  Elvaston. 


Aston-on-Trent.  Increased  by  69  acres  by  transfer  of  small 

area  (Snelsmoor  Lane)  from  parish  of  Chellas¬ 
ton. 


B arrow-on-Trent.  Increased  by  753  acres  by  transfer  of  southern 

part  of  parish  of  Sinfin  Moor  and  greater  part 
of  parish  of  Sinfin  &  Arleston  (Arleston  area). 

BreadsalL  Reduced  by  616  acres  by  transfer  of  southern 

part  (Breadsall  Estate  and  Hill  Top  area)  of 
parish  to  Derby. 


Chaddesden.  Most  of  parish  transferred  to  Derby.  Area

Dale  Abbey.  Increased  by  1,115  acres  by  transfer  of  part

Elvaston.  Increased  by  transfer  of  two  small  parts 

(Hardhurst  Farm  and  Elvaston  Lane)  of 
parish  of  Alvaston  &  Boulton,  and  very  small 
part  (Hardhurst  Farm)  of  parish  of  Chellaston. 
Reduced  by  transfer  of  three  small  areas
